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KING OF SPAIN 
BOWS TO WILL 
OF HIS PEOPLE 


Extended ‘Vacation’ 
Is in Prospect for 
Alfonso 


MADRID, Feb. 16—(INS)—King 
Alfonso XIII bowed to the will of 
a majority of the country’s po- 
litical leaders today when he ac- 
cepted- the complete formula of 
Jose Sanchez: Guerra, former pre- 
mier and ex-rebel, for the solution 
of the country’s constitutional 
crisis. 

The formula provides immediate 
election of a constitutent cortes, 
authorized to decide whether Spain ! 
shall continue to be a monarchy or 
become a republic. 

To “Take Vacation” 

Until this decision is made 
Guerra will hold practically auto- 
cratic power in Spain. 

The announcement of the king’s 
acceptance of Guerra’s program 
did not state definitely that he will 
“take a vacation” in the meantime, 
but the program means practically 
that. 

Since Saturday’s crisis the king 
has been trying to avoid accept- 
ance of the Guerra formula. His 
own idea was to form a monarchial 
coalition government, which would 
have convoked parliament. The 
parliament would then have de- 
cided whether or not to call to- 
gether a constitutional assembly to 
revise the 1876 Spanish constitu- 
tion or draft a new one. 

King’s Power Vanishes 

These efforts failed and the king 
finally called Guerra, who, a year 
ego, proclaimed that he would 
never again serve the king. 

“The king described the coun- 
try’s difficult situation and I there- 
fore accepted his commission to try 
to-form a government,” declared 
Guerra after his interview at the

TWO MEMBERS 
OF FARM BOARD 
PLAN TO QUIT 


May Mean An Entire 
Change of Past 
Policies 


By GEORGE R. HOLMES 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—(INS) 
President Hoover faces the difficult | 
task of almost completely reorgan- | 
izing his Federal Farm Board dur- | 
ing the next few months. 

Alexander H. Legge, the plain 
talking chairman, around whose | 
head has swirled much of the con- 
troversy that has attended the 
board’s policies, is retiring after 
March 4, to return to his $100,000 a 
year job as head of the Interna- | 
tional Harvester company. 

Samuel R. McKelvie of Nebraske, | 
the wheat member of the board 
who has shared with Legge the 
criticism of the board’s activities in 
wheat, will retire in June. The 
terms of two other commissioners, 
C. C. Teague of California, and 
William F. Schilling of Minnesota, 
also expire in June. They have not 
announced whether they will ac- 
cept reappointment. 


Speculate on Future 

The impression obtains in Wash- 
ington that President Hoover will 
name James C. Stone of Kentucky 
to succeed Legge as chairman. 
Stone is now vice-chairman. He 
represents the tobacco growers on 
the board and is considered one of 
the foremost authorities in the 
country on co-operative methods of 
growing and marketing. 

The necessity for virtually re- 
making the board has aroused con- 
siderable speculation here as to its 
entire future. Before adjournment 
on March 4, congress is expected to 
vote the board an additional $100.,- 
600,000 which represents the last of 
the half billion dollars originally 
authorized for Mr. Hoover’s plan of 
farm relief. It is unlikely that con- 
gress will vote the money without

Beard Storm Center 

Almost from its inception, the 
board has been the center of hot 
controversy over its wheat and cot- 
ton policies. Prices for these com- 
modities are the lowest in a quar- 
ter of a century, which has led ag- 
riculturists to denounce the whole 
far-flung plan as a failure. To 
this criticism, Chairman Legge has 
replied that even though prices are 
the lowest in 11 years, the Ameri- 
can farmer is still getting from 20 
to 25 cents above the world price. 
The board, he contends, has at 
least accomplished that much. 

The board now has more than 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat which 
it bought in the open market in 
an endeavor to “peg” prices. Most 
of this grain was bought at prices 
far in advance of present prices. 
Some of it was bought»at $1.25 a 
bushel. 

How the board is going to get out 
from under this load, without ac- 
cepting an enormous loss, remains 
to be seen. Presumably, it will be a 
job for the re-vamped board to deal 
with during the next year.

TWO DROWNED 
AS ICE BREAKS 


Three Vout Res- 
cued From River at 
Des Moines 


DES MOINES, Ia., Feb. 16— 
(INS)—Police are still searching 
today for the body of Eugene 
Thomas Pope, 11, of Des Moines, 
who yesterday disappeared into the 
chilled waters of the Des Moines 
river after he and five other boys 
were plunged through the ice. One 
brother, Dick Pope, 6, was also 
drowned while the others escaped, 
three being rescued and one crawl- 
ing to safety. 

According to stories told by the 
boys, the four Pope brothers and 
two other youths, had crossed the 
river once safely and were prepar- 
ing to re-cross when the accident 
occurred. 

As the boys reached the middle 
of the river the ice began to crack. 
Edward Cranston, 12, and Ansel 
Pope, Jr., were leading the group, 
according to the Cranston boy. 
Upon hearing the cracking ice the 


Cranston boy said he turned and | 
fled to safety. Ansel, he said, ran / 


for help. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roy Stites, who 
were walking along the river bank 
and heard the boys’ screams, ran to 
their aid. They rescued three of 
the children with poles.

The bidding: of the above hand 
at Auction Bridge would be: South 
one Heart followed by three pass- 
es. At Contract Bridge if South 
was playing the Common Sense 
System and bid only one Heart, 
he would miss a game contract as 
West, North and East would pass. 
South has five high-card tricks 
and two low-card tricks, so a bid 
of two Hearts is more than justi- 
fied; and North would be strong 
enough to jump to three. Then 
South, having one high-card trick 
more than the minimum indicated 
by hiss bid of two, would bid four. 

The hand was played at a num- 
ber of tables at Contract and all 
reached the right declaration, but 
some missed the play. At all 
tables three rounds of Diamonds 
were led, South ruffing the third. 
South then led the Ace and King 
of trumps which left a good trump 
in the West hand and assured at 
least one more trick for the adver- 
saries. At this stage of the game 
there were three methods of play 
open to Declarer—two of them 
wrong and one right. 

If South led a Heart to trick 6 
and put West in the lead, West 
would lead a Club through dum- 
my’s Ace-Queen and the Declarer 
eventually would lose a Spade and 
consequently fail to go game. If, 
after drawing two trumps, Declar- 
er put dummy in with a Club and 
finessed Spades, he would lose the 
finesse and game; bui if, after !o0- 
cating a good )Jdeart in the West 
hand, Declarer led three rounds of 
Clubs and then put West in with 
a trump, West must lead a Spade 
or a Diamond, or a Club if he has 
the thirteenth. If the Diamond 
or the Club, Declarer can ruff in 
one hand while he discards a Spade 
frozn the other; if a Spade it will 
be up to South’s Ace-King-Jack. So 
any lead that West. can make as- 
sures game for Declarer. 

Tt will not affect the result if 
West has less than three Clubs and 
rutfs the second or third round; 
in such case his lead of either a 
Diamond or a Spade would give 
Declaver game.

Looks Like Clean Cut Fight 
The pledge of the New York State republican committee 


sent to President Hoover last week in which Mr. Hoover was 
endorsed for a second term indicates an out and out wet and 


dry fight in next year’s presidential election. It is hardly 
conceivable that President Hoover will follow any other 
course than that of standing pat on the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the national dry lay,while it is practically certain 
that the democrats will have some sort of a wet plank in 
their party platform. -.If this develops it means that the vot- 
ers will be given the opportunity of clearly expressing their 
views by voting for one or the other of the nominees of the 
two major parties. 

Many southern democratic leaders have stated that there 
will be no wide-spread desertion of their party’s candidate in 
the forthcoming election as there was in 1928. They’claim 
the rank and file will place party above dry sympathies and 
vote the ticket straight. Republican leaders contend the 
voters of that party will be republicans first and the wet and 
dry question will be secondary when it comes‘to rallying to 
the support of their nominee. It is stated that the big busi- 


ness interests, which have the cash, are almost solidly behind 
the dry law, not that they practice what they preach but 


they believe it is good for labor. They therefore conclude 
that there will be no serious defections among wet republi- 
cans should their can“idate be an unqualified dry. 

Well, that sounds very good, but the fellow who can pre- 
dict with certainty how the rank and file will vote when it 
comes to national elections where issues of major importance 
are involved has not yet been born. If both parties succeed 
in minimizing the wet and dry question, which both would 
like to do, there may. be some grounds for the predictions, 
but it will be far more difficult to soft-pedal this issue than 
in previous years mainly because the wets of both parties 
are speaking right out in the open. The question came out 
of the bushes with the election of Senator Dwight Morrow 
of New Jersey since which time many republicans of high 


‘standing have taken the lead in expressing their belief the 
dry law cannot be enforced. 

But it may be possible that prohibition will not attain the 
prominence some expect because the democrats will not be 
slow in capitalizing their opportunity to blame the business 
depression on the republicans. Unless there is a decided 
change for the better during the next eighteen months, from 
five to seven million unemployed are not going to forget that 
they have been out of work. The full-dinner pail will be 
blazoned on banners of the democratic party this time and as 
the republicans well know, it has proved a powerful offen- 
sive weapon in the past.

“Today there is a growing tendency om the part of mothers 
and fathers to smooth the paths their offspring must fol- 
low, to shield them from the rough knocks of life, to keep 
them in ignorance, as far as possible, of the very facts of 
life itself. Fortunately, the children of the present appear 
to be taking affairs into their own hands and finding things 
out for themselves. But if they are continually sheltered, 
made to feel that if any difficulty arises their mothers and 
fathers will take care of them, they are bound to become soft 
and useless.” 

No 
doubt one can go back in his memory and recall several chil- 
dren who later became complete failures because father’s 
check book or mother’s apron strings were not there to get 


them out of difficulties. Pioneer children learned to rely on 
themselves through experience. They had to work for their 
education, or go without. This moulded character. They 
created their own patterns instead of following certain pre- 
scribed lines which kill individuality. 

The rich man’s son, unless the rich man happens to pos- 
sess unusually good sense, starts life under a handicap. His 
schooling, through college, is attended to for him. If the 
streak of deviltry that to some extent is in all youngsters 
gets him into trouble all he has to do is to appeal to his par- 
ents to get him out. 


Escaping the consequences of one bit of folly he is more 
than likely to plunge recklessly into another, with the result 
he may get into a mess from which it is impossible to extract 
him. 

Over-devotion of parents has ruined many otherwise 
promising careers. Just as many youths have been handi- 
capped by this cause as have gone wrong from running wild. 
Most of the latter come to their senses with adult years but 
the former are frequently hopeless cases. General super- 
vision is most certainly essential but to attempt to control 
every action and thought is folly. 

Less interference on the part of parents, less help from 
home, less feeling of dependence on parents will go far to- 
ward making the rising generation self-reliant and inde- 
pendent, and will far better fit them for the battles which, 
win or lose, they eventually must fight alone.

DOEG LEADING 
TENNIS STARS 


Many Changes _ in 
Amateur Ranks Are 


Announced 


By LES CONKLIN 
INS Sports Writer 

NEW YORK, Feb. 16—INS)— 
Youth today stands triumphant on 
the pinnacle of American tennis. 

The 1930 ratings in the men’s 
singles, released by the United 
States Lawn Tennis association at 
its annual meeting here Saturday, 
officially ushered..in the new era 
that began last year when a new 
group of stars displaced the old 
standbys of the past decade. 

The chances in the list of the ten 
leaders are the most revolutionary 
in the history of the game. Five 
young players replace as many vet- 
erans who, either because of turn- 
ing professional or because of in- 
ability to withstand the challenge 
of youth, have been forced out of 
the amateur limelight. 

Doeg Heads List 

Johnny Doeg, the new “head 
man” of the sport, won the pre- 
mier position on his own merits 
and not because of the ineligibility 
of Big Bill Tilden, who succumbed 
to the lure of professionalism re- 
cently after heading the’ amateur 
ranking since 1920. The ranking 
committee, which completed its se- 
lections several weeks before big 
Bill turned pro, originally placed 
him in second position, one notch 
under the 1930 national champion. 

The automatic elimination of the 
Philadelphia veteran simply meant 
that the other ranking stars moved 
up one place in the ranking. 

Frank Shields, the New York boy 
who jumped all the way from 
twelfth to second position, was the 
most improved player of the lot. 
Wilmer Allison, the tall Texan, ad- 
vanced from seventh to third posi- 
tion. Sydney B. Wood of New 
York, and Cliff Sutter, the Tulane 
star from New Orleans, are striking 
examples of the new order of things 
in the world of tennis. Today they 
are ranked fourth and fifth, re- 
spectively. Previously neither held 
a national ranking.

These and other reminiscences of 
the long ago were told and re-told 
by Henry Holliday, 80, of Sioux 
City, Ia., who is now visiting in the 
city for the first time in 57 years. 

In 1874 Mr. Holliday bade his! 
friends and relatives farewell and 
started west. After traveling 
around considerably he finally lo- 
cated at Sioux City where he en- 
tered the employment of the Mil- 
waukee railroad. 

Separated for 47 Years |

saw his brother David, now living | 
at Fruitland. Mr. Holliday has three | 
brothers, Elias, David, and William | 
and one sister, Nancy, all living in 
Muscatine county, all of whom are 
over 70 years of age. Henry Hol- | 
liday was the son of John Holliday, 
who came to this country in his} 
early manhood and built a log 
cabin on what is known now as the 
John Miller place on the Burling- 
ton road. The cabin was a one-| 
room structure built of logs and it | 
was in this place that the five chil- | 
dren were born, 

According to Henry Holliday his 
grandfather John Holliday came to 
Muscatine when it was known to 
the world as Bloomington, Ia., in 
1838, and was one of the first 
settlers in this county. Blooming- 
ton at that time had but two build- 
ings, a log two-room trading post, 
and a one-room house for an in- 
terpreter. 

Named Papoose Creek 

He said it was on a hunting trip 
back up the bluff that John Hol-| 
liday gave the name of “Papoose | 
creek” to the small stream which | 
now flows through our sewer to the | 
river. According to Henry his! 
grandfather went hunting for tur- | 
keys along the small stream which | 
ran through the timber at about 
where the city hall now stands | 
and along the bank of the stream | 
there was a small papoose hanging | 
from the limb of a tree. Upon the | 
return of the hunting party the} 
papoose was missing, probably) 
having been taken away by it’s| 
mother. It was then that John | 
Holliday decided the name of the | 
stream should be known as Papoose | 
creek and it still carries that name 
to this day, even though it is no 
longer in evidence.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16—(INS) 
—The dry democracy of the South 
hotly protested in the senate thi¢ 
afternoon against the efforts of 
(Eastern leaders to write a wet 
plank into the democratic plat- 
form in 1932. 

Senator Morris Sheppard (D) of 
Texas, co-author of the 18th 
amendment, started the fight with 
a criticism of the wet attitude of 
Jouett Shouse, the party’s nation- 
al executive director. The con- 
troversy assumed even larger pro- 
portions when Senator Morrison 
(D) of North Carolina, openly de- 
nounced John J. Raskob, democrat- 
ic national committee chairman, 
and predicted his early retirement 
from democratic councils. 

Morrison charged Raskob was 
trying to force adoption of a wet 
plank and insisted that Southern 
democracy would never accept it. 

He described the election of 
Raskob to head the democratic 
party in 1928 as the “monumental 
mistake made by Alfred E. Smith.”
